An analysis of the prior art (Pi to D4) snows that x l does 
not include an indication of the composite composition as 
per amended claim 1. Furthermore, none of the cited 
documents includes information on the presence of an 
emulsif ier [z riethanolamine) and a preservative {methyl 
paraben and propyl paraben j in therapeutic compositions. 

Given that the composition according to claim 1 is not 
kncvn or obvious and has an effective pa in -killing 
activity as Weil as protective, wound-healing and anti- 
inflammatory activities, claims 1 to 9 comply with the 
requirements of novelty and inventive step. Claims 10 and 
11 also comply with the requirements of novelty and 
inventive step because they refer to claims 1 to 9. 

Claims i to 11 comply with tne requirement of industrial 
applicability .
